Drawings

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to show an analog-to-digital converter system comprising: a digital fine offset 
adjustment circuit that is configured to determine a fine offset during calibration phase, 
and further configured to process the intermediary digital signal during a conversion 
phase such that the determined fine offset is digitally subtract from the intermediary 
digital signal to provide an offset adjusted digital signal, and the offset adjusted digital 
signal is decoded to provide the digital output signal as called for in claims 1,11 and 15. 
Therefore, claims 1-19 are presently allowed.
